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Summary 

The Sunshine ERC at the University of South Florida is a regional resource for industry, labor, 
government and the public in the areas of occupational health and safety. The ERC continues to 
follow its goal of promoting workplace safety, health and well being through education, research, 
continuing education and outreach. Its academic programs include (1) industrial hygiene, (2) 
occupational health nursing, (3) occupational medicine residency, (4) occupational safety, and 
(5) occupational health psychology. For students, there is strong interdisciplinary coordination 
and a research experience. The Sunshine ERC has many partnerships including the OSHA 21 d 
consultation and training institute programs at USF, other ERCs, and NIOSH.

Highlights 

Research Experience: Once again, the ERC trainees highlighted their research experiences 
through the 2012 Research Day activities and to network with other OHS students in the region. 
The activities included a reception on Thursday night with our guests from the University of 
Puerto Rico and Florida International University, and 22 poster presentations on Friday morning, 
followed by lunch with a presentation by Thomas Bernard on his Fulbright experience.

Many of our trainees published papers as well as made presentations at national and statewide 
professional meetings. Interdisciplinary research experiences are encouraged. This past year, 
two of the Occupational Medicine Residents received special recognition for their papers at the 
annual American College of Occupational and Environmental Medicine meeting. 

Summer Institute: Our first Summer Institute was held on June 1 0-1 5, 201 2. Fifteen upper level 
undergraduates from the Tampa Bay area and across the country attended. There was a picnic 
Sunday evening followed by five days of tours of local workplaces and discussions of 
occupational health and safety. The participants resided at USF and also had a full social 
schedule in the evenings.

Symposium at the Workers Compensation Institute and Florida Safety Conference in Orlando. 

The same partnerships arranged the first SouthON meeting to bring together occupational 
surveillance programs in the Southeast. This first meeting led to a joint effort with the University 
of Kentucky, who took the lead, in submitting a conference grant application.
